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CLASS  HISTORY 


On  the  fifth  of  SeptemlDer,  1921,  nine  little  green-capped  Freshmen  took 
their  seats  m  the  assem1:)ly  of  Benton\ille  High  School.  Six  of  us  from  Ben- 
tonville  Common  School  were  joined  by  three  from  Cummins'  Corner  School. 
During  this  school  year  we  lost  two  memljers  from  our  class,  Edna  Klein  and 
Thelma  Abercrombie.  These  future  Seniors  chose  as  president  of  their  class, 
Maurice  Jackson. 

The  other  members  of  the  High  School  l^elieved  the  fledgling  class  read}' 
to  undergo  the  last  ceremony  of  initiation  Jjefore  becoming  an  accredited 
member  of  B.  H.  S.  The  punishments  undergone  at  the  home  of,  now  ]\lrs. 
Walter  Rowe,   formerly   Hiss   Helen   Kemmer,  have  been   long  remembered. 

In  order  to  start  the  new  j'ear  right  we  gave  a  watch  party  at  the  home 
of  Garnet  Myers,  entertaining  the  upperclassmen.  \\"e  studied  hard  and  all 
were  listed  in  the  Hall  of  Fame  for  that  }-ear.  Mrs.  Freeman  was  our  sponsor 
during  this  critical  period  for  the  High  School  pupil. 

Although  we  had  welcomed  the  close  of  school  we  gladly  returned  once 
more  to  school,  lea\'ing  behind  our  frivolous  Freshmen  days.  A\'e  were  now 
wise  Sophomores.  Frances  Flackleman  was  elected  as  president  and  ]\Iiss 
Robinson  chosen  as  sponsor.  We  took  up  the  grand  and  glorious  "Caesar's 
Gallic  \\'ar"  which  we  devoured  as  fast  as  the  assignments  were  made.  Geom- 
etr\'  never  caused  us  a  moment's  worry  nor  a  sleepless  night. 

During  the  last  half  of  this  term  we  were  joined  by  Raymond  Evans 
from  Westfield.  This  made  a  total  of  eight  in  our  class.  On  Februarj'  the 
fourteenth  the  other  High  School  meml^ers  were  entertained  at  a  delightful 
\'alentine  party.  This  jear  we  left,  expecting  a  new  Iniilding  to  come  laack  to, 
in  the  fall  of  '23. 

When  school  opened  the  new  l)uilding  was  still  incomplete.  It  almost 
seemed  as  if  the  days  of  the  district  school  were  back  again,  to  be  in  the  old 
one-room  building  heated  by  stoves — The  Bentonville  Town  Hall.  At  Thanks- 
giving we  moved  into  our  delightful  new  assembly.  At  the  beginning  of  this 
vear  we  were  joined  by  Leroy  Cummins  and  Wayne  Groves,  two  Juniors 
from  Fairview  High  School.  Frances  Hackleman  was  re-elected  as  president 
and  Miss  Robinson  was  again  chosen  as  our  sponsor. 

Our  big  problem  throughout  the  year  was  finance.  The  close  of  school 
meant  the  Junior-Senior  reception  which  we  hoped  to  make  a  success.  After 
much  planning  and  days  and  night  of  hard  work  the  eventful  night  of  May 
1-,'th  came.  We  hope  the  Seniors  enjoyed  the  evening  as  much  as  the  Juniors. 
This  year  we  lost  one  of  the  faithful  members  of  the  class.  Earl  W^alters,  who 
mo\-ed  awav.    We  were  crippled  ver}-  much  without  his  help. 

We  are'  now  nearing  the  end  of  the  road  which  leads  us  to  the  last  days 
of  High  School.  The  Senior  class  as  their  last  chance  of  presenting  a  play, 
gave  "That's  One  On  Bill."  With  much  difficulty  the  class  was  duly  organ- 
ized. The  debates  that  took  place  at  this  meeting  rivaled  those  of  Clay.  Cal- 
houn, and  "Webster. 

Excess  work  has  been  imposed  upon  the  Senior  class,  especially  by  the 
History  and  English  teachers.  If  we  survive  a  term  essay  in  History  and  a 
play  as  a  term  report  in  English  we  may  receive  the  coveted  sheepskin.

JUNIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


In  tlie  }'ear  of  our  Lord  nineteen  hundred  twenty-two,  six  little  green 
heads  came  popping-  through  the  mist.  First  there  came  a  little  fellow,  Mer- 
rell  Walker  by  name,  full  of  pep  and  energy  and  with  lots  of  fame.  Raymond 
AVissler  came  second  with  angel  wings,  not  knowing  the  meanness  and  faults 
of  girls.  There  was  Roy  Hutzelman,  a  boy  of  high  ideals  but  lost  them 
after  the  first  day.

Nine  }-ears  ago,  on  the  first  of  Septemlier,  seven  six-year-cjld  urchins  very 
eager!}'  awaited  the  toll  of  the  bell  at  eight-thirty  that  they  might  begin  an 
entirely  new  and  untried  phase  of  their  young  li\es.  (  )ur  teacher  was  Miss 
Emma  Sutton.  She  helped  tis  o\er  many  hard  places  and  was  very  patient 
with  us  although  we  are  afraid  her  patience  was  sorely  tried  at  times.  She 
continued  as  our  teacher  tmtil  our  fourth  term  of  school.  At  this  time  we 
were  out  of  Room  one  and  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Cora  Kellam,  who 
taught  us  for  two  years.

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HISTORY  OF  POSEY  TOWNSHIP 


Bentonville  was  named  in  honor  of  Thomas  Hart  Benton,  a  noted  states- 
man of  Missouri.  Why  towns  in  several  of  the  different  states  were  named 
after  him  may  be  explained  l)y  his  prominence  in  the  Senate  as  a  senator  from 
Missouri  for  thirty  successive  years,  1)eginning  in  1821.  There  he  advocated 
a  railroad  to  the  Pacific,  and  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  which  would 
permit  the  ])eople  of  the  United  States  to  vote  directly  for  President.  He 
Ijitterl}-  foi'gln  in  the  Oregon  dispute,  the  "fifty-four  forty"  advocates,  Cal- 
houn's proslavery  propaganda,  the  compromise  measures  of  Henry  Cla_\'.  and 
the  rechartering  of  the  United  States  Bank. 

Bentonville  is  located  south  of  the  center  of  Posey  Township  on  the  J. 
M.  &  I.  railroad,  a  branch  of  the  main  Pennsylvania  line.  William  Dickey 
surveyed  and  plotted  the  site  of  the  village,  consisting  of  thirteen  lots,  for 
the  proprietor,  Joseph  Dale,  December  7,  1838.  A  small  addition  was  made  in 
1844  by  Thomas  Iv.  Stiles.  W^illiam  Young,  a  tailor,  built  a  house  on  the 
town  site  before  it  was  surveyed  and  doubtless  was  the  first  business  man  on 
the  ground.  Among'  other  business  men  were  :  Bradley  Perry,  the  neighl^or- 
hood  blacksmith  :  Samuel  Dickey,  Joseph  McCauley,  Woodford  Dale,  .\lfred 
Loder,  and  Woodson,  merchants,  and  \\'illiam  Stockdale,  tanner. 

The  Bentonville  Post  Office  was  formerly  known  as  Plum  Orchard  and 
was  established  under  this  name  in  1827  with  Moses  Ellis  as  Postmaster.  In 
1838  the  name  was  changed  to  Bentonville  and  Samuel  Dickey  was  the  Post- 
master. The  Post  Office  has  been  moved  from  place  to  place  over  the  town. 
The  first  location,  as  far  as  could  be  found,  was  in  a  building  where  Will  Clif- 
ton's barn  now  stands.  It  has  been  located  where  Mr.  Clifton's  house  is  to- 
day ;  in  Ella  Knapp's  house  where  Henby's  now  live,  with  Oliver  Swift  as 
Postmaster:  in  a  building"  which  stood  about  where  Glen  A\'alters  now  lives, 
with  Henry  Hauhn,  father  of  DeForrest  Hauhn,  as  Postmaster;  where  John 
Smullen's  house  now  is  ;  in  the  store  room  where  Mrs.  Mary  Jane  Hackleman 
now  lives,  with  Mr.  Courtelyou  serving  as  Postmaster :  the  room  joining 
Weaver's  house,  formerl)-  the  bank  room,  with  Lige  Knapp,  brother  of  Caro- 
line Knapp,  and  later  Lena  Bridgeman  serving:  the  store  of  V.  D.  Chance 
with  he  himself  serving,  and  from  there  it  was  moved  to  its  present  location 
in  Edward  Miller's  grocery  store  with  Mr.  Miller  as  Postmaster. 

There  have  been  very  few  places  of  business  in  Bentonville,  but  on  in- 
vestigation we  find  that  there  have  been  various  places  of  interest  worth 
considering.  About  where  William  Clifton's  barn  now  stands  Jim  Baker 
used  to  run  a  shoe  shop  and  Post  Office,  and  a  toll  gate  near.  Just  across  the 
street  where  now  is  Mrs.  Rea's  barn,  Stockdale's  had  a  tannery.  There  was 
a  saw  mill,  about  forty  years  ago,  which  was  located  just  north  and  across 
the  road  from  our  town  hall.  This  saw  mill  was  run  by  James  Crawford, 
father  of  Mrs.  Nettie  Freeman.  Fred  Ginrich  had  a  wagon  and  harness  shop 
about  where  Lewis  Ginrich  lives  today.  There  has  always  been  a  blacksmith 
shop  here.  This  was  run  from  1900  to  1919  by  Frank  Hackleman,  then  turned 
over  to  E.  Miller  and  located  in  the  west  part  of  town.  In  the  little  room  on 
the  east  side  of  W^eaver's  house  has  not  only  been  a  little  grocery  store  and 
Post  Office,  but  about  seventy  years  ago  there  was  a  millinery  shop  there. 
In  its  last  years  Claude  Kemmer  sold  candy,  cigars,  and  ice  cream  there.  It 
was  later  made  our  first  bank  room  after  which  it  was  abandoned.  On  the 
corner  where  the  bank  stands  today  used  to  be  a  grocery  store.  This  was 
owned  by  Clias.  Thompson  and  run  by  Cole,  Web  and  others  and  last  by 
Elebarger,  under  \\hose  management  it  was  burned  down  in  1898, 
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The  town  has  never  grt)\vn  in  size.  This  is  probably  because  there  are  no 
factories  nor  any  attractions  to  draw  people  here.  Today  there  are  two  gro- 
cery stores  operated  by  John  Smullen  and  Edward  Miller,  a  Post  Office,  a 
garage  owned  by  Glen  Walters,  and  a  State  Bank.  A  new  bank  building  was 
erected  in  1921. 

Churches 

Unite  a  large  number  of  the  earlv  settlers  in  I'osev  Township  were 
Methodists  and  it  was  they  who  formed  the  first  religious  body  within  the 
township.  They  first  met  in  their  homes.  The  first  church  was  a  log  struc- 
ture located  about  one  and  one  half  miles  southwest  of  Bentonville.  Later 
the  congregation  built  a  frame  house  at  Bentonville,  but  this  was  finally  dis- 
posed of  to  the  township  and  made  into  a  public  hall.  In  this  congregation 
were  the  little  boys  and  girls  who  todaj'  are  our  grandparents  and  elderly- 
people,  some  of  whom  still  live  in  the  township.  It  seems  strange  that  this 
society  was  almost  broken  up  when  the  first  musical  instrument,  a  melodion, 
was  given  to  the  church.     The  society  no  longer  exists. 

The  organization  of  the  first  Christian  church  in  the  county  was  by  John 
P.  Thompson,  a  Baptist  preacher.  In  1828  the  teachings  of  Alexander  Camp 
liell  reached  him  and  he  began  preaching  the  new  doctrine.  Thompson 
naturall}-  became  the  moving  spirit  in  the  organization  of  Christian  churches. 
The  first  Christian  church  was  established  at  Fayetteville  in  1829,  followed 
by  one  at  Connersville  in  1833,  at  Bentonville  next  in  1836,  I^'airxiew  in  1813, 
Harrisburg  in  1864,  and  Alpine  in  1898. 

The  Christian  church  at  Bentonville  was  organized  in  1836  by  lilder  John 
O'Kane.  Among  the  charter  members  were  George  Van  Buskirk  and  wife 
and  Freeman  Munger  and  wife.  Services  were  first  held  in  the  homes  of  the 
members,  but  in  1840  a  building  was  erected,  a  frame  structure  which  stood 
south  of  Bentonville  a  short  distance.  This  church  was  of  the  old  fashioned 
type.  The  seats  faced  the  pulpit,  on  both  s'des  of  which  was  a  door.  The 
men  entered  from  their  door  only  and  sat  on  their  side  of  the  church,  and  the 
women  entered  from  their  door  only  and  sat  on  their  side  of  the  church.  The 
seats  faced  the  ])ulpit  to  avoid  turning  their  heads  when  new  people  arrived. 

This  building  was  in  use  until  1884  when  the  present  building  was  erected 
at  a  cost  of  two  thousand  fixe  hundred  dollars,  (^ne  of  the  members  on  the 
building  committee  was  John  W.  Hackleman.  The  ground  of  an  acre  and 
a  half  was  donated  to  the  church  by  John  Gilleland  and  a  cemetery  was  estab- 
lished adjoining  the  church. 

Schools 

The  first  school  house  in  the  township  was  located  in  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  township,  and  stood  on  the  corner  exactly  where  a  tenant  house  of 
Frank  I.  Thomas  stands  today.  The  first  teacher  in  the  township  was  George 
Manlove,  who  taught  there  in  1818.  This  George  Manlove,  from  North  Caro- 
lina, settled  in  this  vicinity  in  1811  and  is  the  grandfather  of  Ethel  Thornburg 
Jobe  and  Hazel  Florea. 

The  first  school  house  was  of  the  usual  primitive  type.  It  was  made  of 
round  logs  and  had  a  large  fireplace  from  five  to  ten  feet  long  in  the  end  op- 
posite the  door.  It  had  greased  paper  for  windows  on  which  was  the  copy 
of  the  letters  of  the  alphabet  and  Aral:)ic  and  Roman  notation.  The  boys  and 
girls  would  sit  on  log  benches  with  no  backs  before  a  desk  usually  as  rude 
.and  recite. 

There  were  never  more  than  six  schtjol  houses  in  the  township.  Each 
school  house  was  known  by  its  number.  School  house  No.  1  was  located  on 
the  Thornburg  place  northeast  of  Bentonville.      Some   of  the  teachers  who 
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taught  there  in  later  years  are:    John  Flynn,  Charles  Crawford,  Estella  Man- 
love,  Mary  Manlove,  Irvin  Harmeier,  Marie  Harmeier,  and  last,  Sarah  Husse3^ 

School  house  No.  2  was  located  on  what  is  now  Thomas  Bradway's  farm. 
Some  of  the  teachers  who  taught  there  are:  Sadie  Hathawa}',  Charles  Free- 
man and  Nettie  Freeman. 

School  No.  3  was  located  on  the  Lamberson  farm  in  the  northwest  section 
of  the  township.  Frank  Crawford.  Earl  Crawford,  fda  Hutchinson,  Fanny 
Ertel  and  Mary  Irwin  taught  there. 

School  No.  4  was  always  known  as  the  Beeson  school  house  and  later  as 
the  Cummins  Corner  school.  It  was  located  in  the  southwest  part  of  the 
township.  Some  of  the  teachers  there  were :  Charles  Crawford,  Albert  Rea, 
Eva  Lamberson,  Mr.  Moor,  Frank  Crawford,  Ed  Jordan,  Miss  Jeffrey,  Ber- 
nice  Beeson  and  Nettie  Freeman.  Mrs.  Freeman  taught  there  the  longest  by 
far  and  was  the  teacher  until  it  was  discontinued. 

School  No.  5  was  located  about  one-half  mile  south  of  Bentonville  on 
the  farm  which  is  now  owned  b}'  Frank  AA'eaver.  Some  of  the  people  who 
last  taught  there  were:  Hiatt  Frost,  Thomas  Murray,  Mrs.  Addie  Beeson, 
Grace  Van  Buskirk,  and  Ella  Lamberson.  In  1878  this  school  was  moved  to 
a  new  building  which  stood  where  the  one  at  present  stands.  Two  years  of 
high  school  was  then  given.  Among  the  teachers  there  were  B.  F,  Theibaub, 
Fletcher  Gray.  John  Carter  and  wife,  Emma  Sutton,  lunma  and  \\'ill  Ginrich, 
Ernest  Jeffrey,  Earl  Crawford,  Nettie  Crawford,  Ir\in  Harmeier  and  Mr. 
Broomfield. 

School  No.  6  was  on  the  farm  now  owned  In'  (Jlixer  Manlove.  ^larie 
Manlove,  Will  Ginrich  and  Emma  Sutton  taught  in  this  school. 

All  of  these  schools  were  built  along  in  the  fifties.  Our  high  school, 
built  in  1878,  was  among  the  first  in  the  county.  These  schools  over  the  town- 
ship were  one  by  one  abandoned.  No.  5,  the  Cummins  Corner  school,  being 
the  last  to  be  brought  to  the  one  at  Bentonville  in  the  year  1920. 

In  1912  the  old  high  school  building  was  moved  to  where  it  still  stands  and 
is  now  occupied  by  Lewis  Ginrich.  The  new  building  was  completed  in  1912 
during  the  trusteeship  of  James  Bailey.  This  high  school  has  grown  con- 
siderably and  received  its  commission  in  1923.  In  the  same  year  this  Iniild- 
ing  was  remodeled  and  now  is  a  very  modern  and  up-to-date  school  \vith  Law- 
rence Stafford  as  principal.
